As far as we know, Hamlin sur­ 
vived the Christmas weekend with­ 
out losing anyone to a traffic acci­ 
dent, and we hope that we can say 
the same following the coming long 
weekend. 
The two long weekends combined 
are expected to kill an estimated 87 
people on this state’s highways. 
While it appears that we did a little 
better than expected over Christ­ 
mas, we still have New Year’s to go. 
When you stop and think about 87 
people dying on the streets and high­ 
ways in Texas alone, you wonder 
why these bleeding hearts that get 
so unreasonable about our involve­ 
ment in Vietnam and its cost in hu­ 
man lives don’t join in the fight to 
cut down on our traffic deaths. 
The annual toll of traffic deaths is 
so high that it has to be one of our 
major problems, but it doesn't seem 
to draw as much concern as some of 
the more popular problems such as 
pollution and the war in Southeast 
Asia. 
The main trouble with solving our 
traffic problem is that the solutions 
are so unpopular. With speed and 
drinking the two biggest causes of 
traffic deaths the only answer ap­ 
pears to be more and better enforce­ 
ment since it is apparent that the 
public is unwilling to control them­ 
selves. 
And this is unpopular with the oth­ 
erwise law abiding citizens. While 
it has been proven that speed kills 
we still have not been able to con­ 
vince most of us average drivers of 
this fact. Most of us continue to want 
to stretch the speed limits at every 
opportunity. 
We have never known of a social 
drinker that felt that he had had one 
too many for the road. And getting 
these people off the highway is a very 
d i f f i c u l t task because they 
all 
too often have just enough control to 
avoid being picked up but not enough 
to avoid trouble in an emergency. 
Too many tim es someone is already 
dead before they are spotted. 
If you think picking up people for 
DWI is not unpopular, just check 
with our local police department. 
They are doing as good a job as they 
can in keeping this type of people 
off our city streets and are receiving 
more than their share of abuse for 
their efforts. 
We are not saying that everyone 
who speeds or drinks is going to kill 
someone, but we do maintain that 
they are bucking the odds and every­ 
one's odds of surviving on our high­ 
ways are better if these two types 
are kept under control. 
If you drive this weekend please 
use extra caution and care. We would 
like to have you for a reader again 
next year.

County Agent Gives Tips 


On Supplemental Feeding 


To our Old and 
N ew Friends a 
Happy N ew Year 


With current soil moisture 
and grazing situations not 
too good, supplemental feed­ 
ing of the beef herd is like­ 
ly to be mighty important 
during the next few months. 
According to County Agent 
Kirby Clayton, 
cattlemen 
should be able to save both 
time and money by feeding 
protein supplement twice a 
week rather than each day. 
Texas 
A&M 
University 
tests have shown that cattle 
fed protein supplement twice 
a week performed 
just as 
well as those fed each day. 
The result from 
the twice 
weekly feeding was about a 
60 percent 
saving in labor 
and travel. This method of 
feeding, 
says 
the 
county 
agent, 
doesn’t 
necessarily 
mean feeding 
less supple­ 
ment, just feeding more less 
frequently. 
During 
the cold winter 
months, he notes, cattle need 
plenty of forage for the pro­ 
duction of body heat. A low 
quality forage that is high 
in fiber is a good feed for 
storm periods, because of the 


high body heat generated 
(from digesting 
the fiber in 
the roughage. 
A well-fed cow, notes Clay­ 
ton, 
can 
withstand 
low 
temperatures. 
Researchers 
say the critical temperature 
is just 
above the 
point at 
which cattle begin to shiver. 
A cow on a fasting diet, or 
without any feed, reaches a 
critical temperature at about 
55 degrees F. A maintenance 
ration lowers 
the critical 
temperature to about 23 de­ 
grees F. 
With an increase 
in 
feed 
consumption, 
the 
critical 
temperature 
drops. 
Wet hair and an increase 
in wind velocity raise the 
critical 
temperature 
drops 
and thus increase the amount 
af feed 
required 
for body 
heat production by the ani­ 
mal. 
Good dividends can be ex­ 
pected, concludes the county 
agent, if cattle are well-fed 
during 
the 
winter 
stress 
months.

Dr. Everett Gibson Jr. to Direct Study 
Of Lunar Material From Apollo 14 Mission

Editor’s note: The following 
feature story which appeared 
in the Dec. 27 issue of the 
Abilene Reporter-News was 
written by Danny Lammert, 
a graduate of Old Glory High 
School. 
Dr. 
Everett 
Gibson, 
Jr., 
whose parents live in Ham­ 
lin, 
will 
head a 
group of 
scientists who will study the 
lunar material brought back 
from the moon by Apollo 14. 
Dr. 
Gibson 
is 
Mission 
Science Advisor to the Lun­ 
ar Receiving Laboratory for 
the Apollo 14 mission. The 
scheduled 
launch 
date 
for 
Apollo 14 is Jan. 31. 
After material from the 
lunar 
surface 
arrives 
in 
Houston on Feb. 12, Gibson 
will become the test director 
for the Apollo mission. 
About 350 people work at 
BRL, with about 40 scientists 
and 40 technicians from the 
IT. S. 
and throughout 
the 
world. 
Gibson 
is 
returning 
to 
Houston Sunday to aid in 
preparing the lab for receiv­ 
ing the material. 
"The basic problem we will 
have is being ready to handle 
the amount of material Apol­ 
lo 14 
will bring from the 
the moon,” he said. 
It is estimated that Apollo 
14 will return almost twice 
the material that 12 and 13 
were to 
gather combined. 
Preliminary examinations are 
scheduled 
to complete by 
April 4. 
After 
the 
preliminary 
examinations, about 40 per 
cent of the material 
will 
leave NASA to be studied at 
world. 
Each of these labs 


150 laboratories around the 
specialize in different fields. 
It 
is 
estimated 
that 
less 
than IO per cent of the ma­ 
terial will be destroyed in 
.scientific 
studies. 
Residue 
will be retained. 
Apollo 14 will have Alan 
Shepherd, 
America’s 
first 
astronaut, 
Edgar 
Mitchell 
and Stewart Roosa as astro­ 
nauts. .Shepherd and Mitchell 
are scheduled for the moon 
landing while Roosa will orbit 
the command ship. 
Their 30-36 hour stay on 
the moon’s surface will in­ 
clude 
two 
5-hour 
"moon 
walks.” One will be to pri­ 
marily set up a research sta­ 
tion to study moon quakes, 
atmosphere 
and 
magnetic 
fields. 
The geological walk 
will 
gather 
190200 
pounds 
of 
moon soil. 
Samples will be 
documented. That Is, a photo 
will be 
taken of a sample 
prior to taking and also of 
the spot it had occupied. Also 
included in plans 
are core 
samples. 
Gibson explains that these 
tell the history of the moon 
surface. 
A 
one-foot 
core 
recorded 16 distinct layers, 
brought back with Apollo 12 
It is hoped that Apollo 14 
will be able to bring back 
a four-foot core sample. 
Apollo 14 is to land about 
150 kilometers (60-70 miles) 
east of the spot where Apollo 
12 landed. The point is called 
Frau Mauro 
and it 
is be­ 
lieved the oldest material is 
located here, possible 4.5 bil­ 
lion years or older. 
Dr. 
Gibson 
also 
partici­ 
pated in preliminary exami­ 


nation of Apollo 12 lunar 
material. He studied the ma­ 
terial and aided in determin­ 
ing its composition and chemi­ 
cal makeup. 
Gibson missed the 21-day 
quarantine placed on IO Apol­ 
lo 12 scientists by approxi­ 
mately five minutes. "I had 
been in the nwm but 
hap­ 
pened to step out right be­ 
fore the ‘spill’ occurred.” 
A 1958 graduate of Hamlin 
High School, 
Gibson 
is 
a 
geochemist 
for 
NASA 
at 
(Houston. 
After receiving his bache­ 
lor’s and master’s degrees in 
chemistry at Texas Tech Uni­ 
versity in 1963 and 1965, re­ 
spectively, 
Gibson obtained 
his doctor’s degree in geo­ 
chemistry in 1969 at Arizona 
State University in Temple, 
Ariz. 
He came to NASA by way 
of a one-year fellowship in 
posjt-doctorical work. After 
that year was completed, he 
received an appointment to 
remain at NASA in October 
Gibson 
has 
also 
studied 
earth rocks. 
For the last 
four summers he has led field 
trips down the 
Colorado 
River 
through 
the 
Grand 
Canyon. He has led more than 
200 scientists over the 310 
mile two week trip. In the 
winter of 1972, a trip on the 
headwaters of the Amazon 
River in Peru is planned. 
Gibson’s 
father 
is 
a re­ 
tired warehouse manager and 
district field lcerk 
for the 
Texas Pacific Oil Co. 
His 
mother has taught school in 
Abilene, Hamlin and Aspen 
mont and is now Supervisor 
of Schools in Jones County.
